He thought the flagman had not 
gone back far enough. Joyce said the 
lights on the rear end of the Owl did 
not loom up at first¢ but seemed to 
flash ont eu ty in the darkness, ap- 
pearing simultaneously swith beunfires 
built along the track by tramps. When 
he first saw the lights he thought the 
Flyer could be safely stopped. He be- 
lieved McGyire did not see the lights 
before witness did. When the lights 
came to view McGuire's hand went to 
the throttle, the engine Was reversed 
and the air applied. 

Under questioning Joyce admitted 
that the lights were 2000 feet distant 
when he saw them and in the same 
breath he denied there was time enough 
to the Flyer. Asked to give an 
idea as to the time that elapsed from 
the appearance of the lights to the mo- 
ment of the collision, Joyce replied that 
it seemed a day to him. He got down 
from his perch, shut off the ofl burner, 
and when he saw a collision was un- 
avoidable, he braced himself for the 


FLYER’S BRAKEMEN. 

Geérge L. Duncan and G. F. Swartz, 
brakemen of the Flyer, gave testimony. 
The former said several moments 
passed after the air was applied, before 
the collision. but Swartz maintained 
that immediately following the applica- 
tion of the air brakes the crash came.

FOUR-MASTER ASHORE. 
MYSTERIOUS WRECK SIGHTED.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—A four- 
masted bark, name and nationality un- 
known, is aground and abandoned on 
the north shore of Terra del Fuego, 
about thirty miles from San Diego 
Point. The news of the marine dis- 
aster was brought here by Capt. 
Craigie, who arrived today in command 
of the British ship Afghanistan. 

The abandoned vessel was painted 
some dark color, Her spars were white 
and intact. The boats were gone, and 
the sails appeared to have been unbent.

Boyd claims that Sefior Vale unfolded

tate at San José de Cucuta in Colom- 
bia, which comprised salt mines, coffee 
miantations and cattle ranches, and 
that he promised that if he, Boyd, 
would interest big capitalists, he should 
have 15 per cent. of the capital ad- 
vanced.

In the meantime; if an attempt were 
made to maintain the blockade, new 
complications would be almost certain 
0 arise, and these might become even 
more serious than those at present 
2zisting. It is even possible (not to 
way probable) that attval war might 
be precipitated, in which the United 
States might become involved, while 
the case was pending in The Hague 
court, thus defeating in a most i- 
nominious manner the very plan and 
purpose of the tribunal of arbitration. 

The hlockade should be raised im 
mediately upon the agreement of the 
parties in controversy to rubmit the 
dase to arbitraion. So. far aa possible 
the status quo should be restored, and 
all belligerent demonstrations should 
be abandoned, pending the rendering 
of the verdict. This course would 
minimize the loss to commerce, allay 
animosities, and help immeasurably 
in the bringing about of a peaceful 
solution. 

The present eituation, regarding it 
in the most favorable light, is fraught 
with danger of serious complications. 
It cannot tao soon be ended. A 
act, on the part of the blockaders, or 
cf the blockaded, might at any time 
precipitate trouble of a serious nature. 
Reference of the entire controversy to 
The Hague, with as little delay as pos- 
sible, seems to be the only rational 
solution of the difficulty, 


ETIC JUSTICE. 
It is almost in the nature of a

As for the English- 
men, Germans, Frenchmen, Italians 
and other foreigners resident in the 
republic having large cannon balls 
benged against their doors fron ships 
of their own countries, it is doubtless 
as trying on the nerves and fully as 

to property as if the mis- 
siles were fired by some hostile na- 
tic. other than their own. In view of 
this state of affairs, it is barely pos- 
able that President Castro is doing a 
little quiet Jaughing in his sleeve. 


One would — that, in the midst | 


of such a dilemma, the allies should 
be willing to accept almest any in- 
dividual or tribunal tnat would con- 
sent to arbitrate the business.

RETURNED FINANCIER THINKS HE 
WAS BADLY TREATED. 


— — 


Reproaches Board of Trade Committee 
for Trying to Bankrupt Him—Says 
He is Worth Half a Million and Will 
Settle Up by February 1. 


S. P. Creasinger, the mining magnate 
and financier who returned from a pro- 
tracted stay in the East on Christmas 
Eve, met a committee of his creditors 
at the Wholesalers’ Poard of Trade yes- 
terday morning, and made an exposi- 
tion of the state of his exchequer. The 
interview was a Warm one, not only 
for Mr. Creasinger, but for the mem- 
bers of the committee, who were chided 
reproachfuily by the returned capital- 
fet for their unseemly haste in attempt- 
ing to have him declared a bankrupt. 
There was no one present at the 
meeting except the members of the 
committee, Mr. Creasinger, his hand- 
some young daughter, who is a great 
help to him in his business, and his 
attorney, W. H. Shinn, Esq. Gavin 
Witherspoon, secretary of the R. IL. 
Craig Company, presided and called on 
the returned financier, whose prolonged 
absence had caused his creditors such 
— to give an account of him- 
sel

of presuming he. ia net intend to re- 
turn and settle Nöllar for dollar, but 
the chairman called him to er and 
told him what the committee was most 
interested in just then was when ‘he 
was going to settle and what he had to 
settle with.

property worth at least half a million 
dollars.

half a million, he did not stop criticism 
by raising enough money on it to pay 
all of his paltry indebtedness of $39,- 
000 or $40,000 at once. He said he 
would do this if given a little time 
and not be subjected to continual har- 
assinent. 


Asked to make a definite propost- 
tion, he said he would agree to pay 
one-half of his indebtedness on mer- 
chandise accounts, etc., on January 
15 — * and the remainder February 
1. 1

Touching Fatalitg at the

Four-year-old Daughter Scorched

Little Louise Kelly, 4 years old, Was 
Shaking her golden curis in glee yes- 
terday morning over her Christmas 
toys; last night the house of her father, 
Clarenze Kelly, No. 219 North Hill 
street, was dark with the gloom of her 
death. The body that had been so rosy 
and plump was ed toa hard crisp;

Clyde and Louise were playing on the 
front porch. Clyde was deep in the won- 
ders of his locomotive and Louise was 
bubbling over a little trunk.

y was at his grocery store, Nos, 316 
and 320 Temple street, and his Wife 
was with him.

BUSINESS DOOMED. 


AN PEDRO’ business center was doomed to destruction at 1 o'clock 
this morning, by fire, which originated from an unknown. source a 
minutes after midnight. 
ee is the most disastrous in the harbor town's history, being 
in the very heart of the place. Half the block bounded by Fifth, Sixth, 
Front and Beacon streets was reported burned at 12:50 o'clock, and flames 
were spreading so rapidly that there was no hope of saving any part of 
the block. | 

The first news of the conflagration came to the Los 
partment by long-distance telephone. with the statement 
probably be asked for. | 

In a message to The Times at 1:06 o'clock the operator in the San 
Pedro telephone exchange fully confirmed the report to the fire depart- 
ment, and said that the blaze was uttérly beyond control. He was able’ 
to give only very meager particulars, but sald that when first discovered 
the flames had attacked several of the business houses, end fanned by a 

breeze, was reaching out rapidly. | . 
. what few details he could, the room 
from which he was sending the message became too hot for him, and 
he was obliged to leave. He sald he could probably save none ‘of his 
instruments. 

The San Pedro telephone exchange was located in a drug store on 
Front street, in which was also the ticket office of the Salt Lake Rall- 
road. The main stores of the town are in that block and the losses 
will de v@ry heavy. 

Just before the fre drove the telephone operator from his post he 
said that every effort was being made to, prgvent the flames spreading 
to the lumber yards.

DEBAR LAST. 


Ineligible Position of Briga- 
| dier-General. 


Gov, Gage may stick to Last for re- | 
appointment as brigadier-general in the 
National Guard of California, but there 
seems to be little probability that Last 
will stick to the position. In fact, it 
ig declared that the law bars him from 
serving, and in addition to that there is 
little likeli that a Republican Sen- 
ate will confirm the latest misfit ap- 
pointment of the retiring and politically 
dead Governor. Last is a Democrat, 
and was appointed to his present posi- 
tion in 1897, by Gov. Budd, — 

The law on the subject is plain, re- 
quiring that major-generais and brig- 
adier-generals of the National Guard 
shall have served at least four years 
as officers, either in the National Guard 
of Calffornia, or in the United States 
military service, or both; .two. years of 
which service shall have been as 4 
field officer. 

It is pointed out that Gen. Last never 


therefore is ineligible. 
Section 1918 of the Political Code of 
California was passed after the ort 


purport was to cover just such cases as 
his.. Its language is as follows: 
“The commander-in-chief, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, must appoint one major-general,

PEOPLE AND THINGS LITERARY. 


Thomas Bailey Aldrich's latest collec- 
tion of short stories, entitled “A Sea 
Turn,” is in its third edition. 

John Burroughs has been known 
chiefly as a writer on outdoor themes, 
but his latest book, “Literary Values, 
and Other Papers (Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co.) will also give him a place among 
literary critics. His papers on criti- 
ctsm have, to be sure, been welcomed 
by editors on their rare appearances, 
and some of the essays in this volume 
are taken from the Atlantic and the 
Century, but the collection will be a 
welcome surprise to many of Mr. Bur- 
roughs’s readers.

‘The Life and Correspondence of 
Henry Ingersoll Bowditch” in two 
volumes (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) has 
been prepared for publication by his 
son, Vincent T. Bowditch. Dr. Bow- 
ditch was one of Boston’s most emi- 
nent and honored physicians, and was 
the long recognized authority on con- 
sumption and pulmonary diseases. The 
army ambulance system adopted in the 
Civil War of 1861-65, and the establish- 
ment of a State board of health for 
Massichusetts were due to his initia- 
tive and unceasing effort. As an ar- 
dent anti-slavery man in the days 
when to be so brought unpopularity 
and peril, Dr. Bowditch took an active 
part in all the exciting fugitive siave 
cases which agitated Boston in the for- 
ties and fifties of the last century, 
and the record of these, and of his 
friendship with Garrison, Philips, Sum- 
ner, and other leaders, furnishes an in- 
teresting side light on that eventful 
period in the history of the city and of 
the nation. The volumes are embel- 
lished with photogravure portraits and 
other illustrations. 

The Scribners announce for imme- 
diate publication a book by Mrs. Isobel 
Strong and Lioyd Osbourne to be en- 
titled “Memories of Vailima.”’ It will 
be freely illustrated from photographs 
in the possesion of Mrs. Stevenson, 
Mrs. Strong and Mr. Osbourne.

Ou distillate is probably the rarest 
product in the local oil market today, 
and thereby hangs a tale. 

Sixty days ago this product of the 
local stills was somewhat of a drug 
on the market at c to 50 cents a bar- 
rel; now there is hardly a barrel to 
be had. though $1.15 is offered. 
. Those who find themselves “short” 
are wondering how it all happened. In- 
cidentally they are curious to know 


Someone has “cornered” the distil- 
late supply. and Mrs. Emma A. Sum- 
mers, the “oll queen,” is believed by 
many to be “it.” This charge Mrs. 
Summers emphatically denies. Yester. 
day she stated that she is having con- 
siderable difficulty in sdpplying con- 
tracts she made several weeks ago, be- 
fore the advance. 

Another rumor has it that there is 

combination among the local refin- 

plants to “do” the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company, which is the larg- 
st consumer of distillate in the mar- 
ket. This company requires upward of 
6000. barrels a month ‘in its business, 
and has been buying distillate under 
contract. According to the report its 
contracts will expire within the next 
few days, afid, owing to the combina- 
tion. if. it wishes to enter into a new 
deal,-it will be required to pay fancy 
prices for its fuel. 
. This scheme will be met with strong 
opposition, and unless the alleged 
combination weakens a refining plant 
may be added to the local field. A 
Proposition has been made the licht- 
ing compeny by certain large produc- 
ers of the field, offering to supply all 
the distiliate needed after March 1 at 
or near 59 cents a barrel. Meanwhile 
the company can use high-grade crude 
oil, costing about 66 cents a barrel. 

From the little that has leaked out, 
it is evident that a fight is on to the 
death. and it is not unlikely that the 
courts will be called uvon to take a 
hand before matters have begn ad. 
justed. Mrs. Summers will he the 
plaintiff in a suit that may be filed 
next week for alleged breach of con- 
tract.

“The people of Maryland have awak- 
ened to the danger, however, and dur- 
ing the last session of the Legislature 
an attempt was made to have laws 
passed that would remedy the dim- 
culty. Strangely cnough, this effort 
was by the farmers of the 
State, who do not desire an expansion 
of the oyster industry, because it takes 
laborers from the farms. It is hoped, 
however, to get laws through the next 
Legislature. 

There are millions of acres of oyster 
beds in Chesapeake 
What the companies desire is for the 
State to lease the beds, then they will 
take steps to perpetuate the industry. 
As it is now, the dredges denude the 
bottom of the bay, and there is nothing 
on which the spawn of the oyster may 
lodge, it is washed out to sea and 
destroyed. Under proper protection the 
companies will dump old shells in the 
beds, and there soon will be an in- 
crease in the production. They will not 
do 80 at present, as poachers have the 
right, under the law, to help themselves 
to any extent, and from any place. 

“Connecticut has passed laws favor- 
able to the oyster companies, and there 
has been a marked growth of thé in- 
dustry on Long Island Sound, but the 
quality of the oysters is not so high as 
is that of those from the Maryland and 
‘Virginia waters, 

need be no fear of an oyster 
famine, but the Maryland Legislature 
must pass favorable laws if the quality 
is to be maintained, and the supply 
kept up to the increasing demand.”
